5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consulta- 
tion with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of 
the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for the Sche- 
duled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.”

G.S.R. 243.- — Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, were pub- 
lished, n.“ required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the 
Pretention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), with 
Ihe notification of the Government of India in (he Ministry of 
Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health) No. 
G.S.R. 118, dated the 12th December, 1977 at pages 
137—139 of (he Gazette of India, Part-II, Section 3 Sub-sec- 
tion (i), dated the 21st January, 1978, for inviting objections 
and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry of 45 days from the date on which the 
copies of the Gazette of India in which the said notification 
was published, were made available to the public ; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazelte were made 
available to the public on the 21st January, 1978 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
the public on the said draft rules have been considered by 
the Central Government. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-scction (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government, after consultation wilh the Central Committee 
for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
namely : — 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called (he Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Second Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette except sub-clauses (i) and (vi) 
of clause 10, which shall come into force after the expiry of 
six months from tnc date of publication of these rules.

returnable by the consumer for re-filling ; 

(ii) any package containing bread, any uncanned vegetable 

fruits, ice-cream, butter cheese, fish, meat or any 
other like commodity.

1. (I) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Third Amendment) Rules 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Tn the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), for rule 6, the 
following rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“6 — Qualifications of public analyst— A person shall not 
be qualified for appointment as a public analyst, unless he— 

(a) holds a degree in Science with Chemistry or Bio- 

chemistry or Food Technology or Food and Drugs 
from a University established in India by law or 
has an equivalent qualification recognised and notified 
by the Central Government for such purpose and 
has not less than five years of experience after gra- 
duation in the analysis of food ; 

Or 

holds a Master’s Degree in Chemistry or Bio-chemis- 
try or Focal Technology or Microbiology or Food 
and Drugs from a University established in Tndia by 
law or is an Associate of Ihc Institution of Chemi- 
sts (India) by examination in the section of analysis 
of food conducted by the Institution of Chemists 
(India) or has an equivalent qualification recognised 
and notified by the Central Government for such 
purposes and has not less than three years of ex- 
perience in the analysis of food ; 

(b) has been declared qualified for appointment as a 
public analyst by a Board appointed and notified by 
the Central Government for such purpose ; 

Provided that a person who is a public analyst on the date 
of commencement of these Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(Amendment) Rules, 1980. or who has worked as a public 
analyst for a period of three years before such commence- 
ment may hold office as such, subiect to the terms and 
conditions of service applicable to him, even though he does 
not fulfil the qua 1 ificat ions laid down in clause (a) and clause 
lb).’’ 
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3. For rule 8 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be substituted, namely ; — - 

“8. — Qualifications for food inspector, — A person shall not 
be qualified for appointment as food inspector unless he — 

(a) is a medicnl officer incharge of health administration 

of a local area ; or 

(b) is a graduate in medicine and has received at least 

one month’s training in food inspection and sampl- 
ing work approved for the purpose by the Central 
Government or a State Government ; or 

(c) is a graduate in Science with Chemistry as one of the 

subjects Or is a graduate in Agriculture or Public 
Health or Pharmacy or in Veterinary Science or a 
graduate in Food Technology or Dairy Technology 
or is a diploma holder in Food Technology or 
Dairy Technology from a University or Institution 
established in Tndia by law or has equivalent quali- 
fications recognised and notified by the Central Go- 
vernment for the purpose and has received three 
month’s satisfactory training in food inspection and 
sampling work under a Food (Health) Authority or 
In an institution approved for the purpose by the 
Central Government : 

Provided that the training in food inspection and sampling 
work obtained prior to the commencement of Prevention of 
Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1977, in any of the 
laboratories under the control of — 

(i) a public analyst appointed under the Act ; or 

i(ii) a fellow of the Royal Institute of Chemistry of 
Great Britain (Branch E) ; or 

(iii) any Director, Central Food Laboratory ; 

or the training obtained under a Food (Health) 
Authority, prior to the commencement of the Pre- 
vention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules 
1980, shall be considered to be equivalent for the 
purpose of the requisite training under these rulea ; 

Provided further that a person who is a qualified sanitary ins- 
pector having experience as such for a minimum period of 
one year and has received at least three months training in 
food inspection and sampling work on the commencement of 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 
1980, may be eligible for appointment as food inspector upto 
a period of two years from such commencement, even though 
he docs not fulfil the qualifications laid down in clauses (a) 
to (c) : 

Provided also that nothing in this rule shall be construed 
to disqualify any person who is a food inspector on the 
commencement of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
(Amendment) Rules 1980 from continuing as such after such 
commencement.

5. Power to relax, — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is net-ersary for expedient so to do, it may,

any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in those rules shall affect reservations 
relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other wpecial categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

GS.R 252. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Railway Board Senior Research Officer (Operational 
Research) Recruitment Rules, 1974, the President hereby 
makes the following uilcs regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to the post of Senior Research Officer (Operational Re- 
search) in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board),

1. Short title and commencement : (1) These rules may be 
called the Railway Board Senior Research Officer (Operation- 
al Research) Recruitment Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of iheir publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay : — The number 
of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attach- 
ed thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of Ihe 
Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc : 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 


4. Disqualifications : No person- — 

fa) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person. 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power lo relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required lo be 
provided for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, 
the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories, in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time in this regard.
